Our  Navy,  taking  drastic  measures  to  atop  CPIANG  aid  supplies 
from  the  sea  by  forming :a'*4trohg  blockade  line  along  the  China  coant, 
announced. on  Jply  16th  the  prohibition  of  navigation  in  ar.d  out  of 
Hangchow  Bey- and  other  parts  of  the  coast  to  absolutely  cut  off  th-j 
CHE-KAN  route  used  for  the  secret  transportation  of  munitions  for  the 

CHUNGKING  regime.  ..i  .

Furthermore  on  August  10th  a  number 'of  sea  ports  on  the  JUCHIEN 
coast  were  added  to  the  aboVe.  In  the  meantime,  the  suocessive  naval 
operations  along  the  Central'  and  South  "Chin*  coast  in  cooperation  with 
the  attack  iq>on '  CHX-KAN  supply  route,  the  cutting  off  of  the  transpor¬ 
tation  of  material*  for  the  assistance  of  OHJANG  regime  from  ’’’renoh 
Indo- China,  Kwang- Chow- Wan,  and  Hongkong,  and  the  bombing  of  the 
princlpal'  bri’dg^s  On  the  B^rma  route  have  brcught  about  a  serious  lack 
of  munitions,  and  the  abnormal -Tlse  of  prices  .to  tho  CHUNGKING  side  end 
thus  destroyed. their  plan  tos  continue  the  war  by  developing  South 
Western  provinces

The  CHUNfflLING  regime,  driven  Jo  the  last  ditch  end  as  the  Inst  • 
resort,  began  to  attach.' injportanco  to  supplies  through  the  South  China 
Coast  and  is  now  making  efforts  to  open  ports  hitherto  unopened  to 
get  munitions.  Moreover*.,  the  traffio  of  foreign  ships  and  Junks  through 
YANGCHLAHG  TIWPAIJ  SUITUNG,  PAKHOI,  AND  LUNQMWONG,  etc.  are  becoming 
frequent,  and  the  war  materials  thus  imported  have  amounted  to  such  a 
quantity  that  wa  cannot  disregard  it  from  th«  standpoint  of  our 
operational  purposes.  Therefore  the  Navy  has  decided  to  takp  operational 
measures  to  blookade  these  ports  against  all  of  the  ships.  In  this  regar'" 
the  Oommander-in- Chief  of  the  China  Area  Fleet,  Admiral  SHIMADA, 

Shlgntr.ro  has  advised,  oach  foreign  .diplomatic  body  and  maritime  customs, 
through  Consul  General  HORIUCKI  of  Shanghai  of  the  following  anmunce- 
mont  and  at  tho  same  time  made  it  known  in*  and  out  of  Japan.

.  ■  According  to  this  announcement  all  ships  ere  naturally  prohibited, 

\  due  to  t.he  progress  »f  the  actual  operations,  to  enter  important  ports 
on  the.  Central  and  South  China  coast  where  the  import  and  export  of 
enemy  cargoes  are  mo*t  RCtive.  This'  covers  Hangchow  Bey,  HSIANGSHAN-PO, 
VW-CHOW  Port,  FGOCHOWPdfer;  SANTUAO.  LOYUAN  BAY,  HINCHWA  BAY,  PINGHOI 
BAY,  MIICHOWPO,.  SAIPO,  CHUANCHCW  BAY,  SHENHU  BAY,  TIENPAI,  SUITUNG, 

PAKHOI  and  LUNCMENCHIANG.  The  announcement,  moreover,  demands, 
unavoidably  withdrawal  of  the  third  powers  CHIAPG  aid  ships  from  the 
operational  areas.  This  measure  is  hollered  .io  .pff  actively,  diminish 
the  resistance  power  of  the  CHUNGKING  regime,  and\wlth  inoesuant 
attack  on  Burma  route,  will  drive  i't-  to  the 'las, t.  ditch. 
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PROCLAMATION 


Due  to  the  ne.ccssities  of  navo.l  operations  I  proclaim  that  the 
following  areas  shall  b#  added  to  my  authority  to  prohibit  navigation 
in  and  out  of  HANGCHOW  BAY,  otc.  as  proclaimed  on  July  15th  194...  The 
proclamation  concerning  these  additional  areas  shall  become  effective 
on  and  after  00.01  hours  of  December  25th  1940.
